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LONDON LETTER 

London, Nov. 10, 1919. 

Among the many types of profes- 
sional persons whose means of live- 
lihood were dimished by the war, few 
have suffered more acutely than the 
architect. Not only were his activ-' 
ities restricted at the time to the 
buildings involving not more than 
the expenditure of 500 pounds, hut 
now that we have returned to times 
of peace, the cost of production of 
building materials and the wages of 
labor have so enormously increased 
that for the time being all archi- 
tectural plans are more or less in 
abeyance, I am told that the num- 
ber of architects who have tempor- 
arily abandoned their profession 
for others more lucrative is phen- 
omenal. An this at a time, when 
their services ought to have been 
peculiarly in request for the rem- 
edy of the prevailing shortage in 
accommodations I 

As regards the artists, although 
in many instances, some are command- 
ing higher prices than ever for their 
work, others, less successful, are' 
obliged to accept exactly the same 
terms, as in pre-war days. This with 
the cost of canvases, frames, pack- 
ing and paints, which has increased 
enormously, leaves them in a very 
much poorer condition than ever be- 
fore. In addition, never have there 
been so many appeals made to their 
kindness in behalf of charitable ob- 
jects, for the artist like the actor, 
is proverbially open 'to the call of 
his poorer brethren. At the present 
time, it may be alleged with confid- 
ence, that there is not much "profit- 
eering 11 afoot so far as the average 
artist is concerned! 

The Viennese Tapestries 
An amusing story is current as 
to the result of the journey taken 
-to Austria by the 2Juveen.br others in 
connection with the tapestries and 
other works of art, which it was re- 
ported jffere for sale. It appears 
that the announcement as to the Gov- 
ernment 1 s intention to part with 
these must have been made premature- 
ly for a certain clause in the Peace 
Treaty enacts that no such treasures 
can be at present disposed of. Con- 
■ eequently, it seems to have been as- 
sumed in Vienna that the great art 
dealers had arrived in the capacity 
of bankers to arrange for a loan for 
the necessitous Viennese, and many 
were the attempts made in various di- 
rections to. negotiate one. It is un- 
derstood that the sale of the objects 
d'art will only be permitted, provid- 
ed that the Allies are satisfied that 
the necessary money cannot be raised 
by any other means. 

A Versatile Artist 
What strikes one primarily at the 
Nevinson Exhibition at the Leicester 
Galleries is extraordinary versatility 
of this many-sided artist. So skilful 
does he' prove himself in so many realms 
of art, that he can beat the fashion- 
able portrait-painter at his own game, 
be as entertaining as the professional 
cartoonist, as distracting as the most 
confirmed Cubist, and even as senti- 
mental as the most devoted adherent of 
the anecdotal school.

BORGLUM WINS SUIT 

A jury before Supreme Court 
Justice Whitaker, has decided that 
Gutzon Borglum, sculptor, complied 
with the terms of his contract with 
the late Mrs. Julia L. Butterfield 
for the erection of a heroic statue 
of her husband, Gen. Daniel Butter- 
field, representing the General at 
the Battle of Little Round Top. 
The sculptor agreed to erect the 
statue for $54,000, but after $21, 
600 had been paid and Mrs. 3utter- 
field had died, Albert F. Hagar, 
the sole surviving executor, de- 
clined to pay the balance of $32, 
400 on the ground that the statue 
was not artistic, did not resemble 
the war veteran and was not colos- 
sal. The jury viewed the statue 
before the verdict for $32,400 was 
returned. 



HIGH PRICE FOR A DAINGERFIELD

The statue will be made partly of 
bronze from captured German guns, 
and will be presented to the city 
of Metz on Lafayette day, Sept. 6, 
1920.

METROPOLITAN MUSEUM ACCESSIONS 

There has recently become the 
property of the Museum, what is 
considered one of the most. import- 
ant single accessions made for the 
Department of Prints since its est- 
ablishment in 1917, a complete set 
of 42 proofs of the woodcuts of the 
Dance of Death designed by Hans Hol- 
bein the younger and cut by Hans 
Lutzelburger. The set acquired by 
the Museum comes from an English 
private collection, unknown for' 
many years, and was evidently made 
up piece by piece. It £s on view 
in the Room of Recent Accessions. 

On exhibition in the same room, 
are two important drawings by Ingres, 
purchased at the Francois Flameng 
Sale in Paris. Both are examples 
the artist* s work of his earlier 
period; one is a sheet with three 
drawings of a nude- man, studies -for 
the dead body of Acron in the art- 
ist^ picture of Romulus Victor 
over Acron; and the other, a rer 
markable pencil drawing of "An Un- 
known Man." 

Other acquisitions by the Mus- 
eum, also on display in the same 
room, are; a group of rare Ming 
porcelain, five Corean XVI cent- 
ury paintings, and various speci- 
mens of laces and textiles. Rob- 
ert V7. and Lockwood de Forest have 
given to the Museum a collection 
of 39 examples of East Indian met- 
alwork, which has been shown in 
Gallery E-13 as a loan, and where 
it will continue to be on view. 

The opening of the exhibition 
of modern French art, which was to -- 
take place this month, due to labor 
troubles on our waterfront, has not 
yet arrived in this country, but it 
is hoped the show will open about 
the middle of Deo. 

It is announced that through 
the gifts of John D. Rockefeller, 
Jr. and others, another series of 

eight orchestral concerts will be 
given at the Museum during Jan. 
and Mar. A. A, ' 



German museums were negotiat- 
ing for the collection when the 
war put an end to their plans. 
The purchase price is understood 
to have been more than a million 
krone (about $280,000), but the 
intrinsic value of the collection 
is incalculable. It includes 
numerous old paintings, bronzes 
of great worth and ancient ceramios. 



BUTLER ART INSTITUTE 

The new director of the Butler 
Art Institute of Youngs town, 0.,- is 
Miss Margaret Evans, a Youngstown 
girl and a graduate of Columbia 
University, who is in full charge. 
In this connection, Mr. J. Massey 
Rhind, the well-known sculptor, 
writes to correct the statement 
made in a recent issue of the Art 
News, that he is "virtually now 
the acting-Director of the Insti- 
tute." Mr. Massey disclaims any 
connection with the Butler Art In- 
stitute, which he understands is 
being ably managed by Miss Evans. 

An exhibition of paintings by 
the late John Enneking is being shown'. 
at Gill 1 8 Art Rooms, Springfield, 
Mass. Mr, Enneking was a good land- 
scape painter and gloried in autmun 
sunsets and springtime in its delic- 
ate beauty.

MEMORIAL ARCH CRITICISED 

The National Sculpture Society 
adopted resolutions at a special 
meeting, recently, against retain- 
ing th-e temporary arch in Fifth 
Ave. at Madison Square as a perm- 
anent memorial to the great war. 
The vote was 20 to 6 in favor of 
the resolutions. The main idea 
embodied was that the arch was not 
a suitable memorial for the men 
who fought and died for American 
ideals. 

A clause in the resolutions 
urged that the widest competition 
be had in determining the form 
that the memorial should take. The 
President, F. G. R. Roth, who pre- 
sided, was empowered to appoint a 
committee of five to appear before 
the Art Committee of the Mayor* s 
Memorial Committee and present the 
protest of the sculptors. 

It was suggested by one of the 
speakers that it had been proposed 
that the memorial should take the 
form of a bridge across the Hudson 
River, with a suitable memorial 
arch at the landing on this side. 
He said that the States of N. Y. 
and N. J., and the U. S. Govern- 
ment would doubtless aid the con- 
struction of such a memorial.

Bertram Sandy, an English art- 
ist who served during the war in 
the British Aviation Corps, is show- 
ing a series of watercolor drawing's 
of American aeroplanes at work in 
France, at the Ackermann Galleries, 
10 E 46 St., through Nov; It is* im- 
possible to view these vivid, life-

without emotion. Each one tells its 
tale of valiant effort, oftentimes 
.of. heroic sacrifice, and the behold- 
er is carried avray by the sense of 
surrounding danger in almost breath- 
less suspense as to the outcome of 
the encounter. There is a fine 
realism, tempered by true artistic 
interpretation, in these colorful 
representations that are so evident- 
ly personal impressions . reported by 
one who was in the thick of the 
fight. 

The following titles speak for 
themselves: "The Encounter," "A 
Flight over the Lines," "Across the 
Track of the, Bombing Planes, " "Troop 
Straf ers, " "An Elusive Hun, " "The 
End of a Hero," "A Bombing Operation, 
"Attack on American Observation Bal- 
loon" (an authentic and poignant epi^ 
sode in the Argonne), and "The Soli- 
tary Scout."

HASSAM AT MILCH GALLERIES . 

It is a decidedly brilliant 
display that greets the visitor to 
the Milch galleries, 108 W 57 St., 
v/here Childe Hassam will be the at- 
traction until Dec. 6. The major-, 
ity of the works are recent accomp- 
lishments, scintillating and glow- 
ing with life and movement, and pre- 
senting "the personal vision and 
strength of character that urge a 
facile brush. "Fire Opals" is a 
sparkling bit of color and an inter- 
esting design. A rose red light 
that filters through the hat of a 
lovely young girl and lights hex 
opal jewels, is so ably handled as 
to astonish even those who are most, 
familiar with the wizzard light ef- 
fects, accomplished by this artist. 
"Kitty Hughes," the lovely young 
model, who died in 1917, is one of 
the best figure works in the display. 
Beauty of expression and the charm 
so characteristic of the sitter have 
been rendered with sentiment and 
sympathy. "Oregon Apples, " with 
their yellows and greens expressed 
in a soft alluring quality, makes 
an especial appeal. "The Laurel in 
the Ledges, Appledore," . is well com- 
posed and fine in color. "The Mar- 
shall-Neil Rose," showing a girl at 
a piano, iB' another excellent work. 
Beside the oils there is a group of 
water colors, pastels, etchings, litho- 
graphs and drawings, - all interesting 
in design and color.

The Brooklyn Society of Artists 
is holding its annual Autumn Exhi"b-.- 
ition at the Pratt Institute Art Gal- 
lery, Ryerson St., Brooklyn, until 
ITov, 29. The .showing, while not 
great, is -nevertheless good, with 
landscapes predominating. -George 
Sielke, Jr. , contributes two well 
painted canvases, "Along the Pali- 
sades" and "Palisade Cliffs. " Nic- 
olas S. Macsoud is represented "by 
two Oriental subjects, "A Street 
Scene in Cairo" and "Reading the 
Koran." A little landscape "by Eu- 
gene Arthur Jones derives its chief 
charn from the red roof of the New 
England "barn. Clara Fairfield Per- 
ry is well represented "by a couple 
of old New England sketches, paint- 
ed with skill and charm. M. Wood 
V/hit taker shows one canvas dealing 
with a hill-side landscape, and an- 
other featuring" a garden. . Both are 
deserving of praise. 

Alexandra R. Harris sends the 
only two ivory miniatures in the 
show, of which the still-life sub- 
ject is the "better. Howard Notman . 
has "been successful in his treat- 
ment of "Cascade." It is. almost 
photographic in finish and thus 
violates all modernistic methods. 
"Mountain Lakes," "by the same art^ 
1st, is a "better painting subject, 
and the overhanging tree "branches 
impart distinction to the picture. 
Gu s t ave W 1 eg and f s " Au tumn , " i s a 
fine reminisence of New England in 
the good old days of well sweeps 
and homesteads, which Mr. Wiegand 
has put into his picture with charm 
and effectiveness. 3?red G. Cuming., 
shows two pictures, in one of which 
he extols the charm that lurks in 
IT. Y. as a painting motif , while in 
his "Gloucester Rocks," he has. pnne 
far. away to the Mass. coast ; in the 
glorious summer time to paint a fam- 
ous coastline. 



A. G. SCHULMAN AT CITY CLUB . 

Eighteen oils enter- harmonious- 
ly into. the City Clu"b ! s current ex- 
hibition, to continue to Nov. 21. 
"Landscape under Shadow," has the 
chief place in this exhibition and 
is "broadly painted. In "September 
Evening," the grouped trees with/ 
their rounded crowns are painted 
with much spirit. "A Group of 
Cedars," expresses the majesty of 
these trees, and the landscape is 
pleasing. "Summer, of Mason's Is- 
land," is a good interpretation of, 
a famed painting locality. The is- 
land's trees, 'in fine grouping, are 
happily painted and a well conceived 
sky is an effective "background. 
"Moonlight on. Mystic River," recalls 
joyous moments spent on this tidal 
river, and the moonlight adds to' the 
romance of the picture. "Clump of 
Sasafras," again testifies to the 
love of the artist for trees. The 
composition of this small painting 
is noteworthy and the picture is 
well "balanced. "Chestnut Grove in 
Winter," shows admirably the fast 
disappearing chestnuts carrying the 
winter snow lodged upon their f orked N 
"branches. The winter atmosphere is 
pleasingly indicated. 



CHINESE PORCELAINS AT JXJVEEN's" 

For the first time since 1915,' 
the Duveen Galleries, 720 Fifth Ave. 
are holding an- exhibition, through 
Nov. , that distinctly represents 
art objects from their own collect- 
ions. Their last display, a group 
of famous portraits, made such a 
stir that they planned to continue 
holding exhibitions every other 
year. The outbreak of the war caus- 
ed them to abandon this project 
which has now been revived in a re- 
markable group of antique Chinese 
porcelains, the majority of whd£h 
were purchased from the Morgan col- 
lection. The assemblage embraces 
many notable specimens and covers 
distinctly interesting periods. Ex- 
amples produced under the Tangs dy- 
nasty (A. D. 618-906) are of rare 
beauty. The Ming period during 
which so much. of the beautiful blue 
and white designs were made, is ful- 
ly xepresented, and the noted red 
decorations of this epoch have a 
prominent place in the display. 
Other notable dynasties exploited 
are the Han, Wei, Chin, Sui, Chou, 
Yuan and Ching.- Many pieces of 
the famous "powder blue," remark- 
able in tpne and brilliancy, claim 
s serious attention, and there are 
* cases of the noted sang-de-boeuf , 
clair-de-lune, and wonderful repre- 
sentations of the haricot vert, 
cafe au lait and several rare shades 
of yellow glaze. Perhaps the most 
fascinating example in this fine 
collection, is a case of that rar- 
est of all red varieties, the fam- 
ous "peach-bloom" glaze. There are 
but five of these small pieces, as 
the number that the entire world 
contains is limited. It is an ar- 
ray of rare porcelains that no art 
lover can afford to miss. 



UNION LEAGUE EXHIBITION 

H. Humphrey Moore had hot seen 
his native America for nearly. 40 
years, until after the war broke 
out in Europe. He lived in France, 
where lie was an intimate friend of 
Fortuny, Spain and Japan* It waB 
while in the last named country 
that he painted. the interesting . 
collection of 'pictures' shown at 
the Union League Club last week, 
under the direction of Harry Wat- 
rous, Chairman of the, Art Commit- 
tee. 

The paintings were first shown 
in Paris where they .made a sens- 
ation. Nearly all are small pict- 
ures with much detail, illustrat- 
ing Japan and Japanese customs. 
Yet there. are breadth of vision, 
beautiful color and spontaneity in 
each of the works. The directness 
of the painting, good drawing and 
tasteful composition, all reveal 
an artist well grounded in his 
craft which he mastered at a time 
when art was all and time and' mon- 
ey-were secondary- considerations. 
Such subject's as "Nikko Temple, 
Kyoto," one of the larger works, 
"Tomb of Tycoon, Nikko," "Mother 
and Child in a Shop," "Japanese 
Tea Garden," "Te^a Houses in Tokyo," 
"Japanese Juggler" and "Street 
Scene in Yokohama," he has render- 
ed picturesquely and feelingly.

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"WHAT IS THE ART HEWS?" v 

At the annual meeting of the 
Women Painters and Sculptors As- 
sociation, held last week ir. the . 
Pine Arts Building, the trouble "be- j 
tween a dissatisfied member and the! 
hanging committee, freely discussed: 
in the Art Hews last year, was again 
to the fore. Amidst the turmoil of 
a vindictive minority "bent on pun- : 
ishing any member who dared to 
throw the light of public judgment 
on their methods, and the conserv- 
ative and just majority of fair- 
minded women,, one strange visitor, 
evidently from Mars, . was able to 
make her Voice, heard above the din 
as she naively asked, "what is the 

"Art News, anyway?" The uncontrol- 
led laughter that greeted her ques- 
tion had a soothing effect, even on 
the radical ladies. Dozens of voic- 
es chorused the meaning Of the Art 
News, now in its eighteenth year, 
and tried to explain what it stood 
for, but it was not until a tactful 
.member had managed to reach the 
side of the innocent artiBt and 
whispered that the Art Hews was 

."the only art newspaper in the world ," 
that the fair Galatea awakened to 
the importance Of art advertising. 

The result of the meeting was 
that the clause in the new "by-law," 
which said that: "A member who fails 
to uphold the Constitution, or Y/ho 
brings to public attention any mat- 
ter pertaining to the Association 
which gives a false impression or is 
derogatory to the Association, be- 
fore having submitted the matter to 
the Corresponding Secretary and hav- 
ing received a reply, is liable to 
censure or expulsion," was voted 
down after imich stormy discussion. 

The decision is to be" commended » 
and the good sense of the majority 
approved, for with -the constant pub- 
lic criticism of members of art or- 
ganizations controlled by men, not- 
ably the National Academy, which 
goes merrily on without causing ex- 
pulsion of its recalcitrant members, 
what would be the judgment against a 
Women's Association if this foolish 
law had become effective? To the 
generous impulse of Jane Peterson 
was due the suggestion, that each 
member be limited to the showing of 
one picture instead of the present 
privilege of some of the members v/ho 
show several works while others are 
crowded out for "lack of wall space." 
This proposition, so fair and just, 
is however, still in abeyance. 



Mr. Joseph Duveen of the Duveen 
Galleries, 720 Fifth Ave., has been 
delayed 6ome weeks beyond the time 
planned in Europe, owing to the 
dock strike., lie is returning, how- 
ever, on the Adriatic, this week. 
In addition to the famous Romney 
portrait, he will bring a number of 
other rare art v/orks, purchased 
during his stay abroad. 



INDUSTRIAL ART 
Attempts have been made in the 
past to bring our manufacturers in 
contact with our artists, more par- 
ticularly in regard to furniture, 
textiles and ceramics. The Munici- 
pal Art Society and the Architect- 
ural League have done what they 
could to bring this about, while 
the National Arts' Club always show- 
ed itself especially hospitable to 
exhibitions, having this object in 
view. It is well that of late the 
Metropolitan and Natural History 
Museums have helped to place clear- 
ly before firms the necessity or 
shaking off provincialism and en- 
tering into competition with Eu- 
rope by employing artists of skill 
and originality to furnish them 
with^ designs and superintend the 
color effects of their finished 
products. 

Just at present, an exhibition 
of textiles and costumes on the 
ground floor of the Natural Hist- 
ory Museum, offers a number of ex- 
amples of improvements in these 
branches of decorative industrial 
art. The variety, the beauty and 
gossamer fineness of silks made -in 
Paterson and other N. J; and Perm, 
towns will greatly surprise anyone 
who has not followed recent devel- 
opments in American textiles. The 
exhibition includes work by famous , 
firms who display their creations 
in separate booths; designs, gowns, 
laces from individual artiBts of 
note who use neither canvas nor 
clay, but weaves or dyes or bead- 
work. Noteworthy are tfte cases 
where art workers have found in- 
spiration from objects in the mus- 
eum itself , Hindu or Persian, Chin- 
ese or American Indian. The mus- 
eum piece is snpwn alongside the 
modern adaptation. Our North Amer- 
ican Indians and Eskimo have some 
booths for bead embroidery and fur 
and leather clothes, chosen from 
the really extraordinary collect- 
ions of the museum. 

Artists who are turning their 
attention to these paths of indust- 
rial art work may find instruction 
as well as beauty in this exhibit- 
ion. --«-
